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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 1 -2 and 6-7 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claim 4, directed to the process of making or 
using an allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a 
restriction requirement, claim 4 hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability 
under 37 CFR 1.104.

The prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious all the limitations in 
the base claim 1 . Specifically, the combination of a back-illuminated semiconductor 
device comprising: a semiconductor substrate, having: a photodetecting unit formed on 
one surface, a recess, opposing the photodetecting unit, of another surface, an outer 
edge surrounding the recess; a wiring substrate, disposed to oppose the one surface 
side of the semiconductor substrate and having second electrodes connected via 
conductive bumps to the first electrodes; and a resin, filling a gap between the wiring 
substrate and the outer edge with the conductive bumps; wherein the wiring substrate 
has a first region and second regions, the first region surrounding a region opposing the 
recess and the second regions extending outward from the first region, wherein the first 
region and the second regions have lower wettability with respect to the resin than the 
other regions of the wiring substrate, and the resin surrounds the periphery of the gap 
between the recess and the wiring substrate except at the second regions that are 
portions of the periphery, thereby spaces not filled with the resin are formed above the 
second regions positioned between the semiconductor substrate and the wiring 
substrate. 

The dependent claims being further limiting and definite are also allowable.
